At the request of Selectman Nich- 
| olas De Felice, the Board of Sel- 
ectmen, on January ‘7th., will re- 
quest the Chairman of the Board 
of Appeals, Gene Gage of Gowing 
Road, together with Town Building 
Inspector Minot Anderson, and the

it might be presumed that it is safe to go 
skating anywhere in Wilmington. 
Such is not necessarily the case, and the 


Shawsheen River is one of those places where 
skaters should stay from, until the season is 
well along. 

Larry Cushing, Physical Ecucational Director 
of the public schools, has been talking to the 
school children about safetyson the ice. ye has 
a few good pointers which are worthy of being 
given to others as well. 

Clear ice ("blne" or "green") is safer than 
ice which is made of snow. The latter has air- 
holes, and one is never certain of its strength 

A rule to use, in determining the strength 
of the ice, is that the middle finger of the 
hand will provide a good measurement. 

Chop a hole, using perhaps the "heel" of the 
skate, and near the edge of the pond. If the 
middle finger, in that hole, can reach the bot- 
tom of the ice it is not safe to go skating on. 

Thus a young lad, with a finger of about two 
and a half inches, will be safe it the ice is 
over that thickness, where a grow up man, with 
a 34 inch middle finger, should wait until the 
ice is at least that thick. 

Better yet, go skating on the rink at the 
High School, or at the Wilmington Skating Club 
dowm-on Chestnut Street. The water in each case 
is only a few inches deep. 


THE NIGHT THE LIGHTS WENT ON 


It was fifty years ago this month that a 
gentleman named Arthur Sias reported to the 
Municipal Light Department of Reading that he 
had installed electric light poles on practi- 
eally every street in Wilmington, at a cost of 
$17,162.29, and that 68 homes of this town had 
a total of 1142 lamps. There were 200 street 
lights of 32 candlepower, and electric power in 
motors totaled 8 1/6th horsepower. 

Arthur was in charge of putting electric 
lights in Wilmington. He had been at the job 
about 18 months. Very well liked, he is re- 
membered hy one old timer as "A saint, if ever 
there was one". He lived in Reading. 

Of course there were no Christmas tree lamps 
in those days - in fact there were only a few 
Christmas trees in Wilmington, among the Ger- 
mans and the Seancinavians.’ The greatest pro- 
portion of the population was Yankee, with the 
rish_ and French Canadians in large numbers for

Schamiel McIntosh, Fred Roberts and Dudley 
Pyrbeck were the men behind the movement. per- 


haps there were others but their names 
have been forgotten, 

Schamiel was a big man, a blacksmith, who 
had a forge and hardware shop where the Church 
Street yardware is today. fle was named after a 
ship that his father had commanded, before the 
Civil War. 

Fred Roberts was a prosperous candy manufac- 
turer (Apollo Chocolates) and had just finished 
the building of his big stone mansion on Burl- 
ington Avenue. 

Dudley Purbeck was Moderator of Wilmington. 
Among the boys of that day he was regarded as 
Wilmington's Richest Man, which may or may not 
have been the truth. He was also believed by 
those boys to be the man best acquainted with 
the Demon Rum, a statement that may also have 
not beer founded on fact. He lived in the big 
house on Lake Street where \firiam Sullivan 
lives today. 

There were three principal occupations in 
Wilmington fifty years ago. A ran could farm, 
he could work for the railroad, or he could 
work in Harriman's tennery. 

Schamiel passed the word among the railroad 
employees that he wanted flares - the kind that 
are used as signals, with a red fire, burning 
for about 20 mifutes. 

He got flares, dozens of boxes. The account— 
ants of the B&M must have puzzled over the sud- 
den need, but Schamiel didn't worry about that. 

There was a Special Tow Meeting in the fall 
of 1910, to see whether or not the town would 
vote to enter into a contract with Reading for 
10 years, for electricity. It was for that Town 
Meeting that the three men were working. 

A parade was organized. tt started from 
Schamiel's forge, and marched down Church St. 
just about dusk. Schamiel Fred and Dudley, each 
in a dress snit with wing collars, and each 
earrying a lantern, led the parade. Behind them 
was a motley band, playing discordant music,

In the late fall or winter of 1911 there was 
a club in Wilmington called the CC Club.
